Discases of To-day 


The last (ew years show a marked 
Increase in a disease, which ts com. 
bined with many painful features, Le. 
angina pectoris or true angino. 
Therefore, the medicil profession has 
been seriously occupjed In fnding 
some methods, which could give relief. 

The pecular feeling of constriction 
which is felt In the neighbourhood 
of the heart is brought about by a 
sudden nurrowingg of the. blood 
vessels running: through the heart 
musele, thus approximating to oa 
condition of cramp, A thick network 
of «these vessels may be found 
throughout the myocardium, the indi- 
vidunl branches exhibiting numerous 
anastomoses and divisions, For this 
reason, they are described as) the 
coronary arteries, The myocardium 
is called upon to perform = uninter- 
rupted and heavy work and for this 
reason its blood supply must be 
adequite to the task. Apart from 
the actual spasmiodie attacks the blood 

of the heart Ina patient 
suffering from an, 1 pectoris may 
present a completely normal appear- 
anee, In dvanced ca: however, 


calcified areas in thefr walls may be; 


observed. The progess of calcitlen- 
tion, if extensive, may produce sa 
areat an interference with. the blood 
pply to the heart that areas of ine 
ammatinn appear in the musculn- 
ture.

The vic- 
lim of this conditfon’ often believes 
that he is eulfering from a rheumatic 
disorder. In the more severe cases 
a fecting of great anxiety may 
develop during the attuck—the pain 
caused by the condition. being 
revere that a cessation of the heart's 
action scems to occur or even fear of 
a sudden death, 

After having determined — the 
organic basls of this varied chain of 
symptoms, further inquiries as to the 
actiological factors had to be made. 
It was important to know whether 
the manner of living or possibly the 
diet played any part in the causa- 
ticn, Finally, the following -clue led 
the enquiries In the right dircetion. 
The disease was found in men during, 
their: most vigorous “and > productive 
period in life. It was found that the 
harmful faetors, which effect the 
health of men include smoking, 
excessive mental activity, over-work 
and mental strain due to the patient's 
éccupaticn. These factors decisively 
account for a greater frequency of 

8 disease in the male sex, German 
doctors were able to prove from 
the evidence, of | statistics that as 
many as 154¢ of heavy smokers 
eventually suffered from angina 
pectoris, They were nilso able to 
indicate that In this respect coffee was 
often partly, responsible for the 
trouble. . 

From these discoveries certain 
Iessons.may be drawn. The patient 
should reduce his consumption of 
coffer und tobacco as much as 
possible, The circulatory system can 
also be kept In better condition by 
means of appropriate baths, massage 
and moderate indulgence in sport 
under medical supervision. 

Attempts have also been made to 
use drugs In the relief of angina 
pectoris, Certain prepnrations are 
given in-order to relleve spnsms and 
in recent times, corresponding with 
new discoveries regaréing hormones, 
new prepgrations have been maonu- 
factured. Many of these resembic. 
the known hormones but have open- 
ed up an entirely new line of treat- 
ment. Certain substances were 
isolated from the hdart muscle by 
‘Haberland and these have since be- 
come known as cardiac hormones. 
As n result of these early discoverics, 
Investigations were ¢arried out in the 
Bayer research laboratorics which 
showed that slmllor substances could 
also. be isolnted from the. skeletal 
murcles, The actlon of these 
materials is to cause n dilatation of 
the coronary arteries. 

Surgical investigators too, have 
tricd by .operations to provide a 
solution to this problem. Rumanian 
doctors have been particularly active 
in this ficld,'and after elaborate pre- 
limtnary work hove been able to 
identify the nerves Imolicated in the 
mroduction of vascular spasms, 
When found, these nerves are divided 
in order to provide relief. 

After many yearg’,experience in 
operations of. this type,.. they have 
been able to devise a relatively safe 
surgical technique. Surgical ‘inter- 
vention is reserved for the most 
severe cases of pectoris: In all other 
enese thea more elmnia method of 
treatment.in the form of drugs should 
de regarded az the most suitable one.

High Commissioners, Each 
Dominion has a High Commis- 
stoner in London. The United 
Kingdom has a High Comnilssioner 
in Ottawa, Canberra and Pretoria 
—though not, as yet, In Dublin or 
Wellington. 

Nat sv long ago there were no 
"y, K" Commissioners in the 
Dominions, and the Dominion 
Commissioners were of very modest 
importonce in the scheme of 
things here. To-day they have be- 
come key-men of the Common- 
wealth. 

But, in slow British fashion, this 
has hardly yet tts formal recogni- 
tion. In that mystic table the 
Order of Precedence, High Com- 
missioners take place after Secre- 
tarles of State—not only far below 
foreign Ambassadors, but below 
the Minister of the smallest and 
least Important of foreign coun- 
tries: Biss 

The U. K. High Commissioners, 
in the Dominions are, by’ custom 
Civil servants of high standing. 
One of the present “team” 1, 
from the Dominions Office, one 
from the Board of Trade, one from 
the Ministry of Labour. 

The Dominion High Commis- 
sloners here are, by custom, politl- 
clans of high standing. Mr, Bruce, 
the Australian Algh Commissioner, 
1s a former Prime Minister—and 
quite likely a future one, too.

In principle forety, 
countries can keep Iezations in 
Dominion capitals: and there ar 
a few cases jn which they dn 
50. They sign treaties and 
arc not bound by treaties sinned 
by the London Government. The 
could, if they so chose, remain 
Neutral while Britain was at war. 
Bo the forelgn relations of the 
Commonwenith have become a 
matter for co-operation between 
six independent and yet inter- 
dependent States: and ‘consultu- 
tion and exchange of information 
has become a constant necessity. 
All this applies only to the 
Dominions. Foreign relations of 
Indfa and the Crown Colonics are 
controlled from Downing Street, 
though, naturally, the Government 
of Indin has its say nbout any- 
thing—like relations with Afehan!- 
stan—which coneern it imme- 
diately.

Each 
Dominion has a High Commis- 
sioncr in London. The United 
Kingdom hus a High Commissloncr 
in Ottawa, Canberra and Pretorin 
—though not, as yet, in Dublin or 
Wellington. 

Not so long ago there were no 
“U. K” Commissioners in the 
Dominions, ond the Dominion 
Commissioners were of very modest 
tmportonce in the scheme of 
things here. To-day they have be- 
come key-men of the Common- 
wealth, 

But, in slow British fashion, this 
has hardly yet its formal recogni- 
tion, In that mystic. tablo the. 
Order of Precedence, High Com- 
missioners take pince after Sccre- 
tarles of State—not only far below 
foreign Ambassadors, but below 
the Minister of the smallest and 
east important of foreign coun- 
tries. 

The U, K. High Commisstoners 
iu the’ Dominions are by custom 
Clvil servunts of high standing. 
One of the present “team” Is 
from the Dominions Office, one 
from the Board of Trade, one from 
the Ministry of Labour. 

The Dominion High Commis- 
sioners here are, by custom, polltl- 
clans of high standing. Mr. Bruce, 
the Australian High Commissioner, 
fs a former Prime Minister—and 
quito likely a future one, too. 

Their regular routine contact 
here fs naturally with the 
Dominions OMcc, and. equally 
naturally, 1s concerned with a host 
of mutters, of which foreign affairs 
are but one part,

Increase‘in n disease, which ts com 
bined with many palnful features, Le. 
angina pectoris or true angins. 
Therefore, the medical profession has 
been seriously occupied in finding 
some methods, which could glve relief, 


The peculior feeling of constriction 
which {fs felt in the neighbourhood 
of the heart Is brought about by 4 
sudden narrowing of the blood 
vessels running through the » heart 
muscle, thus approximating to o 
condition of cramp, A thick network 
of these vessels may ‘be found 
throughout the myocardlum, the Indi- 
vidual branches exhibiting numerous 
anastomoses and divisions. For this 
reason they are described aa the 
coronary arteries, The myocardium 
$s calicd upon to perform uninter- 
rupted and heavy work and for this 
reason {ts blood supply must be 
adequate to the task, Apart from 
the actual spasmodic attacks the blood 
vessels of the heart In a patient 
suffering from angina pectoris may 
present a completely normal appenr= 
nnee. In advanced cases, however, 
calcified areas in their walls may be 
observed, The process of calcifica- 
tion, if extensive, may produce 50 
reat an interference with the blood 


supply to the heart that areas of In-f 


fammation appear in the muscula- 
ture. When these develop, they 
mny obliterate the whate arterial 
system, 


The various symptoms, which 
develop in this disease are duc to 
severe Jocal changes. The patient 
may merely complain of malalse or 
a plight feeling of pressure In the 
neighbourhood of the heart, Severe 
pains ore often felt in the chest which

that he is suffering from a rheumatic 
disorder, In the more severe cases 
nu feeling of great anxiety may 
develop during the attack—the pain 
caused by the condition being 50 
revere that 9 cessation of the heart's 
action seems to occur or even fenr of 
a sudden death, 


After having determined — the 
organic basis of this varled chain of 
symptoms, further inquiries us to the 
netlological factars had to be made. 
It was important to know whether 
the manner of Hving or possibly the 
diet played any part in the causa- 
tion, Finally, the following clue led 
the enquiries in the right direction. 
The disease was found In men during 
thelr most vigorous ond productive 
period in life. It was found that the 
harmful factors, which effect the 
health of men Include smoking, 
excessive mental activity, over-work 
and mental strain due to the patient's 
occupation, These factors decisively 
account for n greater frequency of 
this disease in the male sex. German 
doctors were able to prove from 
the evidence of statistics that os 
many as 15% of heavy smokers 
eventually suffered from angina 
pectoris, They were also able. to 
indleate that Jn this respect coffee was 
often partly responsible for the 
trouble, 


From these discoverles certain 
lessons may be drawn. ,The patient 
should reduce his consumption of 
coffec and tobacco as much as 
possible. The circulatory system can 
also be kept in better condition by 
means of appropriate baths, massage 
and moderate Indulgence in sport 
under medical supervision. 


Attempts have also been- made to 
use drugs:‘in the relfef of angina 
pectoris, Certain preparations are 
given In order to relleve spasms and 
in recent times, corresponding ‘with 
new discoveries regarding hormones, 
new preparations have been manu- 
fuctured. Many of these resemble 
the known hormones but have open- 
cd up an entirely new line of treat- 
ment, Certain substances were 
Isolated from tho- heart muscle by 
Haberland and these have since be- 
come known as cardiac hormones, 
As a result of these early discoveries, 
Investigations were carted out in the 
Bayer resenrch Inboratorles which 
showed thal similar substances could 
also be fsolated from the — skeletal 
muselrs, The action of | these 
materials is to cause a dilatation of 
the coronary arteries. 


Surgical investigators - too, have 
tried by operations to provide a 
solution to this problem. Rumanian 
doctors have been particularly active 
in this field, and after elaborate pre- 
liminary work have been able to 
Identify the nerves implicated In the 
production of vascular  rnasms, 
When found, these nerves are divided 
In order to provide relief. 


After many years’ experience in 
operations of this type, they have 
been able to devise a relatively safe 
surgical technique, Surgical inter- 
vention, Is reserved for the most 
severe cases of pectoris. In all other 
erftee the more aimnle methed nf 
treatment in the form of drugs should 
be regarded as the most sultable one, 


Again here js another example of 
the way in which the intelligence and 
energy of. the research worker has 
brought ao problem closcr to its

Four People Mect Death

Of those killed, three Chinese aged 
62, nine and seven, were knock 
down and Idlled by a lorry, a private 
car and a bus respectively. They 
were crossing the road, the former 
two running and latter walling. 

A Chinese woman, aged 43, died 
from injuries received while alighting 
from n moving tram. 

Of those injured, 28 were pedes- 
trians, who were cither walking or 
running across the road or playlnk 
games on the roadway and -were 
Struck by vehicles, A bicycle rider 
and a ricksha passenger were injured 
as the result: of collisions between 
vehicles. —-. pow Stee 

A. bleycle.. rider and three lorry’ 
passengers were injured on falling 
from oa moving bicycle and a moving 
lorry respectively. 

Two tram passengers and three 
bus passongers were Injured while 
alighting from moving trams and 
moving buses respectively.

Of 106 accidents, 45 were collisions 
between vehicles; 39 were collisions 
between vehicles and pedestrians; 22 
accidents were due to other causes.

It was orlginally intended yester- 
day to enll up five classes and then 
have them mobilised by public pro- 
ciumation, but this plan was aban.

sibility that it might embarrass the 
present negotiations with Germany. 

However, on receiving news of 
complete mobillsation In Enst Prus- 
sin us well as occupation of Slovakia 
"tq profect against Pollsh aggres- 
sion,” thus putting Poland Ina steel 
rings which extends along three- 
quarters of tae country and menaces 
among other things Its vital tines of 
communication with Lithunnia and 
Zimania, the Government apparent- 
ly decided on taking such o bold 
step. It fs still called uw mensure of 
security and not mobilisation, 

The action of the Polish Govern- 
ment is even more surprisingt in view 
of the impression which has been 
growing, here to-day that the chances 
of a peaceful settlement looked con- 
siderably brighter than yesterday. 
It is considered that the length of 
Eilers answer indicated at leas 
that matters were on a serfous basis 
between London and Berlin and that 
sume possibility of a concession was 
being earnestly sought for. 

Some quarters also feel that Po-
